CRIMINAL-LAW REFORM. 


What an Expert Has to Say in Support 


of “The Tribune's” Position. 
To the Editor of The Uhicago Tribune. 

Cm, Dec. 16.—A short time since, be- 
ing in company with a lawyer friend, I said 
to him: By the way, who do you think 18 
in the right upon the question ef amending 
the criminal code, Tux TRIBUNE or some of 
the politicians who declare the criminal law 
needs no amendment?” 

He replied, as néar as I can remember, as 
follows: “If Tue Tumor, by urging an 
amendment of the criminal code means that 
the mode of proceeding, or the practice, as 
we call it, should be ‘amended, then Tur 
TRIBUNE is right, and no one who is not in 
sympathy with the criminal class or a shy- 
ster will lace himself in opposition to such 
necessary legislation.“ 

Were would you begin with the amend- 

ent?” 

He answered: “ Well, in the first place I 


would enlarge the jurisdicyn of Justices of 


the Peace and Police Magistrates. I would 
give them power to try many misdemeanors 
that now occupy the attention of the grand 
jury and of the Criminal Court, such as ma- 
licious mischief, cruelty to animals, selling 
liquorto minors, petty larceny, when the 
value stolen is less than $5, keeping houses 
of ill-fame, other petty offenses which 
might be addéd to those I have named. The 
— —— be limited to six months“ 
mprisonment, or a fine of not more than 
$200, or both, with a provision for an appeal 
to a higher court upon giving good bond for 
appearance. I think in this way, from my 
observation, there could be saved 
sum of money which it now costs to 14 — 
call n suminon witnesses, and try these 
small cases in the Criminal Court, and it 
would reduce the numberof cases to be 
tried at least one-quarter, and probably one- 
third. It appears to meas a citizen that this 
would bea great benefit to the, uniuistra- 
tion of justice one to the taxpayers. 

He went on aay that a large amount 
could be saved <7 leting prisoners. 1 
have, he said, had some experience in the 
Criminal Court, and I have noticed that the 
manner of doing business there is—or rather 
was, two or three years ago, and I believe it 
is yes the same—about this: A person is 
bound over, say in September, his case 
would be investigated by the next grand 
jury, which would be in October, and if the 
eriminal had no money or influence he — 
be brought to trial in November. Thus, it 
will be seen accused party is in jail 
awaiting indictment and trial on an aver- 
age sixty days. As have stated, 
one-quarter of cases are petty larcenies 
and small misdemeanors that ought to be 
disposed of by the Justice; and one-quarter of 
the average number of” prisoners in the 
jail—250 being the average—imakes sixty-two 
prisoners on an average 9 trial at a 
cost of 30 cents a day each, whose cases 
should be disposed of summarily by a Jus- 
tice of the Peace.”’ 

* What is the next amendment that should 
receive the attention of the Legislatures ?’’ 

He answered: “I know ot none of more 
importance than a change in the mode of se- 
lecting the grand jury. . wp wonky three per- 
sons are necessary for a Brand 
these are selected by the County 
least twenty days befere they are to be 
swofnin. Their names are certified to the 
County Clerk — N five. days, and he issues 
a writ, or venire, as it is called, to the Sheriff 
to summon those twenty-three persons. 
Some of the disadvan of this system 
are the tollowing: Fi the County Com- 
missioners are politicians who can use this 
power to reward their strikers and ward pol- 
iticians. ‘There are twelve grand juries in 
the year or 276 persons to be selected. The 
grand jury sits always until the very last day 
ot the term for which itis drawn, and at an 
average of twenty days each at $2 a day to 


+ each juror, or $40 to each person so selected. 


In a large city like this there are always a 
large number of persons to whom this $2a 
day for twenty da ays is a considerable sam. 
Secondly, if the County Commissioners are 
guiity of fraud or plundering the public 
treasury by fraudulent contracts, it would be 
asking too much of poor human nature to 
expect that they themselves would select 
— who would indist them. Thirdly, the 
first thine thought of by a criminal who has 
money, political influence, or wealthy rela- 
tions is to prevent the grand jury 
finding a bill against him. He 
knows at least twenty days before 
it sits who are to compose this grand jury. 
if he does not, in some cases, influence in- 
directly the selection of some of the mem- 
bers. As soon as he knows who are to com- 
pose the next grand jury whoare to pass 
upon his indetment, he begins to investigate 
as to which of the number can be inituenced, 
who can influence them, and huw they can 
be influenced. Political, social, secret, and. 
every possible influence is brought to bear 
on someof these twenty-three, many times 
with success, and sometimes even prevent- 
ing an indictment for murder. Does not this 
account to some extent for the fact that the 
grand juries ignore almost as many bills as, 
they find indictments or true bills? Is not 
this the reason why (I know it to be a fact) 
there is never a grand jury sits but that 
the fact of an indictinent being found 
is known within two hours after the 
day’s session closes; and does i; 
not also account for the 
that it is a common thing 
grand jury to vote to find a“ true bill“ one 
day and to reconsider the vote the next day 
and find no true bill in the same case? 

Lou are right there,” I replied, ** because 
1 have sat upon a grand jury and noticed 
what you speak of: but I did not know that 
the criminal or bis friends were at the bot- 
tom 7 it. How would you select a grand 

ury ; 

* would. ” he replied, “select both grand 
8 and petit juries through the medium 
of Jury Commissioners, one or more to 
appointed by the Judge of the court. Let 
the Judge appoint a Commissioner whose 
duty it would be to select, say, twice or thrice 
the number of well-qualified men, report the 
same to the Clerk, who should be required 
todraw by chance the number necessary 
to be summoned. In this way the 
Judge would be indirectly responsible 
tor the kind of men summoned, without 
power directly to influence their ‘selection, 
a much better class. of men would be selected, 
and the selection of Pe would be taken 
out of thé’ domain of politics, This system 
of selecting juries works well in the United 
States courts and in States where it has been 
adopted, and 1 know of no reason why it 
should not be tried in Lilinois, unless the 
criminals, the pettifoggers, and the sympa- 


thizers with criminals have more influence
